Paris, Apr. 28. 
Volunteery who two days 
‘nyo responded to a “Save 
Dien Bien Phu” call, were 
mrachuted into the be- 
caguered northern Indo- 
China fortress during the 
night, according to reports 
received here today. 


The reports sald that despite 
strong antl-aircraft fire from the 
40,000 Vietminh surrounding 
the fortress, the  valunterrs 
suffered only small losses. 


» Hitler band to hand fAghting 
also riged Jast night round an 
isolated French strongpoint as 
the French sallled out to drive 
away Victminh patrols and 
trench-digging squads a stone's 
throw from their barbed wire 
defences, 

The strongpoint, three miles 
from Dien Bien Phu's mdin de- 
fences, has withstood a 
withering hall of fire for four 
nights. 

Observers In Hanol said tha 
Vietminh commander, Gencral 
Vo Nguyen Giap, is determined 
to take the strongpolnt, whose 
guns dominate hls forces poised 
for an allout assault on Dien 
Bien Phu. 


NUMBERS UNDISCLOSED 


Miltary quarters In Paris sald 
today that despite the loss of the 
northern end of Dien Bien Phu's 
runway, the parachuting in ot 
supplies and retuforcement; was 
proceeding normally, 

The voluntcers — Foreign

The military quarters did not 
disclose the number of volun 
tecra dropped. 

French Union forces today re- 
captured the post of Muon 
Khouu, 40 miles southeust of 
Dien Bien Phu., 

The post, at Important 
ercssroad in the Jungle 86 
miles north of Luang Prabany, 
was selzexi by the Victminh 
during their recent advance on 
the Royal Laotian capital. 

The French High Commane 
Teported that 38 Vietminh haa 
been killed and 61 taken 
prisoner during cleaning up 
operations in the Red River 
delta in the past 24 hours. 


VIETNAMESE ARMY 


A communique announced in

PRESSURISATION 
FAILS 
AT 24,000 FT 


Pilot Dives Craft — 
To Safety Zone 


{OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT) 


Geneva, Apr. 28. 

Fifty-one passengers and crew of a British 
European Airways Viscount airliner choked for 
breath nearly five miles over France this afternoon 
when the pressurisation—vital at that height— 
blew out. 

The pilot immediately dived the plane to 
12,000 feet, the maximum height for flying with- 
out oxygen and made an emergency landing at 
Geneva airport. His swift action saved all 
aboard. 

But the passengers, 29 men, 21 women and o six” 
weeks’ old baby, were badly affected by the temporary 
lack of pressure and oxygen. 

The Viscount was flying from London direct to’, 
Milan and was 24,000 feet over Central France, ap- 
proaching snow-covered Mont Blanc, when the hold 
doors flew open. 

There wan a loud bang as preseure in ihe hull was 
xelensed and the plane. staggered violently. er 

The steward ‘and stewardess, fighting for breath’ Wehnt 
selves, calmed the passengers as the plane dived, iaking <hree 
and o half minutes io reach the safety level. 

Said Pilot Commander James Monroe: “There was only 
one thing vo do. At 24,900 feet it is impossible .o live with- 
out oxygen, so To had io bring Lhe aircraft: down io 12,000 
feet as soon as possible, but 1 had to be careful at what speed 
I brought the plane down or the passengers’ cars would have 
suffered.” : 

“The steward ordered all passengers io put ihelr seats 
in the reposing position and yave them atrict orders not to 
smoke, speak, and to breath slowly. All obeyed though they 
must have wondered what would happen next.” 

At Geneva 36 passengers voted io continue the journey to 
Malan by train, only eight staying behind awaiting a relief 
plane from London.
